franchise, intimating that the Flem- 
ing franchise would eventually £o to 
the Fort tWayne company anyway, 
and further that all independent 
franchises would eventually be con- 
trolled by the Fort Wayne company. 
He; did not explain what difference 
that would make, provided' the peo-' 
pie got the benefit of the service and 
the cheaper rates, but he was op- 
jtosed to it. He said he preferred to 
deal. with the Traction company "di- 
rect'instead of thiough other com- 
panies and animated that he knew 
Mr. Scott'could make a better offer 
on tickets and rates than anyone 
else, referring ostensibly 
to the 


transfer system. 


A LIVELY TILT. 


Councilman Lennon thought *the 


matter should 
go back >to *he old 


committee, of which !he and Hosey 
were members, but thought .perhaps 
two other members could profitably 
be added. 


*Mr. Bauer said he thought the mat-

WILL REFUND MUCH MONEY 


OKDER ISSUED UNDEK 


NEW -PHILIPPINE LAW. 


Internal Revenue Taxes Collected on 


Whisky, Beer and Wine to Be 


Paid Back. 


Washington, July-9.-rThe treasury 


department today issued the first 
order under the new Philippine civil 
government act. 
That act provided 


that all itaxes paid upon articles sub- 
ject to internal revenue taxes shipped 
to the Philippines since November 
15, 1901, under the decision of the 
secretary of the treasury of that 
date, shall be refunded to the parties 
who have paid the same under 
regulations to be prescribed" by the 
secretary of the treasury. 
Those 


regulations *h'ave now been issued. 
They provide that:

•Head of Columbia University Talks 


to tlio National Association 


of Teachers. 


* Minneapolis, July 9.—"Quarreling 
among the' religious sects and the 
churches hliout interpretation has 
stricken thM Bible from the reading 
of the Ameirican people. Sectarian- 
ism has brought about such a serious 
condition in tfcis natiort that the Eng- 
lish Bible is no longer known as H 
erature, and consequently the people 
o&imot understand the basic elements 
of our civilization.'' 
This is what 


Di\ Nicholas .Murray Butl£r, presi- 
dent of Columbia university, told 
8,000 persons last nig'ht at the gen- 
eral session of the National Educa- 
tional association. He ma'de an im- 
passioned appeal for the restoration 
of the English Bible in the schools, 
not from n religious standpoint, but 
from that of a book which aad been 
the foundation of Christian civiliza- 
tion mid the inspiration of the best 
in English literature. 
His appeal 


was interrupted by tremendous ap- 
plause from all points in the Exposi- 
tion building. Dr. Butler spoke on 
"Some Pressing Problems in Educa- 
tion," and that of the Bible he con- 
sidered to^ be of vital importance. 


LOSE BEAUTIES OF POETK^. 
"I am not talking about the B'ble 


now in the sense of using it for re- 
ligious instruction or for tilt? promo- 
tion of theology," he 
said* 
"My 


thesis is that the neglect of the Bible 
caused by sectarianism has iiicapafci- 
{iated the rising 
generation 
from 


knowing- the beauties of the greater 
•writers in the English language 
from Chaucer to Browning, and from 
understanding as well as 
placing 


the 01 outside the pale of knowledge 
of their own civilization. Without 
knowledge of the Bible one cannot 
read arid understand the glories of 
Milton and Shakespeare and Tenny- 
son. 
I read the first twelve lines in 


'Paradise Lost' to a group of college 
students one day and none of them 
could understand the reference to 
fciblica'l history. 


"When visiting Jerusalem I wit-

Washington, July 9.—Th* treasury 


department today issued th* flrwt 
order under the new Philippine civil 
government act. 
That act provided 


that all taxes paid upon articles sub- 
ject to internal revenue taxe* shipped 
to the Philippine* since November 
IS, 19O1, under the decision of the 
•ecretary of tb* treasury of that 
date, shall be refunded to the partiea 
who have paid tbe sum* under 
regulations to be prescribed by tbe 
secretary of th* trea*ury. 
Thee* 


regulation* ban now been limed. 
They provide that: 


'•Claim* shall be prepared upon 


form isaued by th* commissioner of 
internal revenue for tho refunding 
of taxe*, known as form 48, and shall 
be mad* under oath. 
The character 


of th* good* shipped, th* date of 
•hipment, the amount of tax paid 
thereon, tb* name of tbe TISSI! and 
th* name of the port to which shipped 
should bo stated in th* body of th* 
claim. 
Th* claim* ahould b* •up- 


ported. Then possible, by clearance 
certlncaU* and by an amdavit of tbe 
consign**, abowlng that th* gooda 
were actually received at a port of 
tb* PUUppln* island*. When neither 
tb* clearance certificate* nor tbe elB/ 
davit of th* coaalgne* can b* ob- 
tained, it will be neceeasry for th* 
claimant to obtain tb* afldavit of tb* 
master of th* vassal upon which th* 
good* wen shipped, Ohowlng what 
diapeettton wa* mad* of th* good*."

Moody today, after consultation with 
his bureau chiefs, gave orders that 
one of the battleships authorized at 
the last session of congress be con- 
structed at the New York navy yard. 


The secretary was under Strong 


pressure in this matter. Beside New 
York, Norfolk 
anil Boston were 


strong competitors for the work. The 
secretary was finally influenced in 
his decision by these facts: That no 
less than, two years* time would be 
required to bring the plant at tho 
Boston yard up to a paint where it 
could undertake the work of (building 
a battleship; also that -the 8175,000 
a^lthorized 'by congress to be expand- 
ed in making ready for the construc- 
tion of tihe ship would be insufficient 
at Boston. 


At Norfolk, which made a better 


showing than Boston in. figures, prin- 
cipally owing to the fact that labor 
is cheaper and the work could go on 
in the opsu air -all the year around, it 
was discovered that the 
fredg-ht 


charges on the raw material f rom the 
iron mills to -the navy yatrd were 
about 10 per cent, more than in the 
case of the New York yard, and in a 
sihip weighing between 10,000 and 
15,000 tons,this increased cost would 
be considerable. Also in the, case of 
Norfolk, it was feared that the de- 
mands for labor at the navy yard 
would have to be met from .the pri- 
vate shipbuilding works in. Virginia 
and the result would (be to seriously 
retard .ifche progress of work at those 
yards -upon government ships. These 
considerations were believed by Sec- 
retary Moody to warrant iie placing 
of itihe work at New York. It is the 
intention to start the 'working out of 
the detail plans immediately, and in 
t?hG course of about eight months the 
keel plates will be laid at tihe New 
York yard for the new battleship.

It is said 
that Hill, wii'p is 21 years of age, Is 
demented. 
The police feared that 


the young man would hide 'himself 
and commit suicide. 


The murdered woman, -Mrs. Alice 


Riley, was instantly 
killed. 
The 


mother, 'Mrs. Amelia Hill, has a bad 
wound 'at the hack of the hea'd In- 
flicted, apparently, with the butt of 
a revolver. Her condition is con- 
'siclereci critical. 


The Hill family resided in Rox- 


bniy and Mrs. Riley and her -hus- 
band lived with them.

is said to have "been suffering from 
mental trouble for some [weeks, and 
was .being treated; by a specialist.

Kwilke is rather tall and slender,

Fort Wayne gave a hearty greeting 


to the sturdy young veterans of the 
Ninth United States infantry last 
week as the soldiers 
stopped for 


a brief time in the city on their 
way eastward after three years hard 
service in tne rnilippines and iu 
China. 
The fighters reached the 


city in two trains over the Nickel 
Plate, the first section carrying com- 
panies A, D and C, arriving at 
9 


o'clock and 
remaining 
forty-five 


minutes; the second at 10:45 stop- 
ping for half au hour. 


Eully n thousand people were 


gathered at the Nickel Plate depot 
as the first section rolled in, and the 
veterans were cheered as they 
scrambled out of their quarters, only 
to be pounced upon by spectators, 
eager to honor the young soldiers, 
hear something of the campaigns of 
the Ninth and to secure souvenirs of 
the occasion. Upon the first section 
was company C, which was nearly 
exterminated in the frightful mas- 
sacre at Balangiga last September, 
when Harry C. Wood, of this city, 
n member of C company, was among 
the gall-ant soldiers treacherously 
slain by the natives. 
Of the sev- 


enty-two men in the company only 
twenty-five came out of the mas- 
sacre alive. 
Of these several later 


died from wounds, at least two were 
killed in other battles, so 'that six- 
teen are now living, and of these 
eight -were still with the company 
last night. 


TRIBUTE TO WOOD. 


All of the meu paid the highest tri- 


bute to the bravery of the lamented 
Fort Wayne boy who fell fighting to 
the last, and 'as soon as the train 
stopped Sergeant Pickett, of C com- 
pany, asked for F. C. Wood, ithe 
father of the dead 
soldier. 
Mr. 


Wood was near, and Sergeant Pick- 
ebt, Sergeant Mumby -and other of 
ficers called him into the car where 
with, cyea glistening with tears they 
told the father of the fight at Bal- 
angiga, "wtkere !h!is son andi 'their 
'comrade 'had fallen beneath the bolos 
of the treacherous natives. 
The sol- 


diers united in paying the loftiest 
tribute to the sterling qualities of 
the young soldiers, 
expressed the 


highest admiration for the bravery 
lie displayed and referred in the most 
tender terms to the warm 'regard in 
which he -had been 'held; by his com- 
rades. 
The scene .was a touching 


one, 
and it broug'ht tears to the eyes 


•of hundreds who recognized the im- 
port of the meeting of the little 
group in the coach. 


In answer to tthe questions of hun- 


dreds who surged about eager for 
a glimpse at the men of the Ninth 
the soldiers -told again and again the 
story of their long campaign in the 
Philippines and in China, dwelling 
particularly upon the massacre of 
company C on that September morn- 
ing when the peals of the mission 
church, bell had been the signal for 
the slaughter of the -soldiers. 
The 


men of company C later secured that 
bell and -had it with; them, on the 
train last evening. 
It is to be pre- 


served by the regiment as a -memento 
of that terrible occasion. 
Another 


attraction with company 
C 
was 


"Pedro," a Filipino boy 13 years of 
age, who will be educated by mem- 
bers of the company. 
The lad was 


with the company at B-alangiga, and 
it is to him. the survivors probably 
owe their lives. 
Pedro was in the 


soldiers' quarters when -the attack 
occurred, and he quickly passed 
guns out of the window to the sol- 
diers, so that they were able to make 
some sort of resistance. 
The little 


fellow was one of the centers of at- 
traction last evening, and when Ser- 
geant Mumby called him into the 
car and introduced him to Mr. Wood, 
he nodded his head in token that ha 
understood. 
The crowd wanted 


better glimpse of the little Filipino, 
but -when the officers attempted to 
lift him up so he could be seen the 
lad burst into tears.

them. Tihey told tiiie sitory of itih 
iin'd to Indians and old -white settlers 
in the Amargosa country, 'and from 
one and .aiiot/asr of the old men tihey 
gathered the following story: 


It was in the fall of '51 .that a 


party caane down Amargosa "way w 
two :wcvnout ox teams. 
The party 


hr.-d left Independence, Mo., that 
spring, but had been delayed by sick- 
ness, and 3iad once lost its way and 
had left tlie trail. Consequently they 
did not approach -the Sierra Nevada 
mountains until the nearness of 
winter prohibited 
their passage. 


They had turned south from Huin- 
bold't sink and had taken the south- 
ern route 'by the way of the old Salt 
Lake and I/cs Angeles -trail. One or 
fcwo of the women and saveral of the 
children had died on the way, one of 
the w-a-gons had broken down, and the 
oxen, were so tfhin and worn that all 
were attached to -the best wagon and 
the other Abandoned, as were some of 
itheir goods. The remaining women, 
children and outfit were packed in one 
wagon, and with the men on foo-t the 
sorrowful little cavalcade toiled oh 
toward El Dorado. 
Nothing more 


was seen or heard of them by the 
Amargosa settlers, and1 it was pre- 
sumed they had gone through in 
safety. 


It is a long, thirsty way from 


water to water between the sink of 
the Amargosa and Death valley if 
one does not "know"—and the party 
from Independence did not. • If they 
had they would have dug a few feet 
in the dry s«nd of tlie bed of the 
lost Amargosn nnd found water, Lit- 
ter, it is true, but it would have pre- 
served life. Neither did they know, 


that if with ax or hatchet they h.id 
split the huge "bull" or 
"nigger- 


head" cactus they would have foum! 
an acrid, juicy pulp that would have 
moistened the parched 
throats of 


their oxen and themselves. 
But all 


this they did not know, and strug- 
gled on with staring eyes and parch- 
ed and cracking tongues through the 
hot and stifling alkali dust, strain- 
ing their eyes across the dre'ary, dull 
gray waste for a spot of green tliat 
might mark the presence of water. 
They saw that spot at the foot of a 
spur ,in the northeastern 
suopa of 


the. Pairanrints and 'headed 
for 1', 


goading on their dragging, jaded 
oxen. They reached it and all drank 
their nil. That was fifty-one years 
ago mid their dry tones have just 
been found. 


Charles H. Fish, of'San Francisco, 


thinks he remembers the party. Ha 
crossed Death valley in 1851, and, 
delirious from thirst, he finished the 
trip with a rope around him, led Tjy 
his partner. 
Mr. Fish remembers 


that in the upper part of the valley 
they passed a party in which were 
some women 
and 
children wno 


begged piteously for water, but he 
and his partner had none for them- 
selves. 
That was fifty-one 
years 


ago, and the piteous appeals yet ring 
in his ears. After regaining 
con- 


sciousness the first words Mr. Fish 
remembers' were from a stranger to 
his partner: 
"Water -and whisky 


are the Saino price—you can have 
your choice."

HASTE MAY CAUSE RUIN. 
We have great problems.

can only solve them by degrees. We

comes up for solution. 
Much can be 


done along the lines of supervisioi 
and regulation of the great industria1 


combinations which have become so 
marked a feature in our civilization 
but if we recklessly 
try

proper thought, -without proper cau- 
tion, to do too much we shall do noth- 
ing, or else we shall work a ruin thai 
will be felt most acutely among those 
of our citizens who are most helpless, 


"It is no easy task to deal with 


great industrial tendencies. 
To deal 


with them in a spirit of presumptu- 
ous and rash folly, and above all, to 
deal with .them in a spirit of envy 
and hatre'd and malice, would be to 
invite disaster, a disaster which 
would be so widespread that thia 
country would rock to its founda- 
tions. 


"The Mississippi sometimes causes 


immense 'damage by flood. If you 
cannot dam it and stop the floods 
you can regulnte them and control 
thorn by levees. 
You can regulate 


nnd control the curreritsjyou can elim- 
inate its destructive features,but you 
can do it only by studying what a 
current is and what your own powers 
are. 
TRUSTS MUST BE REGULATED. 


"It is just exactly so in dealing 


with the great tendencies of our in-

Washington, July 5.—The Chinese 


government has appealed to tlie gov- 
ernment of the United States .to use 
its good offices to causa the allied 
powers who still retain their soldiers 
in Tien Tsin, to evacuate that place 
in conformity with 'the spirit of tlie 
agreement of Pekin, which settled 
the boxer .troubles. 
The appeal was 


made today by Minister Wu directly 
to Secretary Hay, in the shape of a 
cablegram from Viceroy Yuan Shih- 
Kai, of Chihli, which the minister 
supplemented with -a long verbal ex- 
planation. ' 


TEXT OP THE APPEAL. 


The cablegram is as follows: 
"Translation of a cablegram 
-re- 


ceived July 4, 1902, (5'th moon, 29lli 
day) from Viceroy Yuan Shih-Kai, 
Chihli, dated July 3, 
1902, (5th 


moon, 28th day.) - 


"""our cablegram of July 2 is re- 


ceived with much gratifieaition. 
In 


the final protocol signed by the dif- 
ferent powers, -there is no stipulation 
:hat a supplementary convention will 
ae onade in regard to the restoration 
of Tien Tsin. 
But the foreign mili- 


tary officers at Tien Tsin. 'liave ar- 
bitrarily given rise to fresh, ccanipli- 
cations vond 'drawn up many articles 
limiting to 300 the number of Chi- 
nese guards to be ^stationed -at Tien. 
Tsin within the limit 'Of 30 kilome- 
ters. 
Since the brigand* in the vi- 


cinity -of Tien Tsin, on account of 
the looting of the arsenals in 1900 
are generally well armed, it would 
be impossible for such a small force 
:o suppress and punish brigandage; 
much less can it police &he city and. 
vicinity and preserve order generally. 
The military officers appear to be 
willing to -restore the city but in real- 
ty they wish 'to delay; there is 
reason to fear that -their action is not 
by any means- for the public good. 
The foreign, ministers at Peking do 
not approve "their action and they 
lave repeatedly remonstrated with 
them; but the military officers have 
not been willing to come to an agree- 
ment. 
The ministers and the mili- 


tary officers each hold to their own 
opinions, which greatly impede the 
progress of 'our affairs. 
I request 


you to ask the government of the 
United States to consult 'With. *he 
other -governments so that instouc- 
:ions may be sent to the different 
military officers direct, ordering them 
to accede to .the suggestions of ithe 
foreign ministers to the end' that the 
restoration may not be fuxtiher 
de- 


layed,"

Hereditary or ac 
quired, nervousness has so developed 
in our race, that the evil of alcoholism 
can cause its havoc in men who do no 
suspect it.

There is no one symptom of menta 


change, so .constant in inebriety,, as 
the delusive faith in the ability to sto] 
all use of spirits at "any time, says thi 
Journal of Inebriety. This delusion o; 
free will begins from the first use of 
spirits and grows with increasing in 
tensity down to the last moment of 
life. Continuous failures and the e 
periences of years, without a single 
confirmatory instance sustaining this 
belief of ability to stop, make no im- 
pressions on the mind. On all othei 
topics there may be a general recogni- 
tion of cause and eil'ect and. the lessom 
of experience, but in relation to drink 
this delusion grows constantly. The 
demand for spirits as a controlling 
powerin the organism is unrecognized 
and the mind se-enis'taxed. to find rea- 
sons for explaining the inconsistencies 
that come fronVits use. This delusion 
of strength, to stop at any time, is en- 
couraged by the friends, who believe it 
to be true and condemn the. patient 
for failure to carry it ont. No matter 
what conditions or necessities may 
exist for abstaining, spirits are used 
and the patient insists that- he cares 
neither for the taste or effect of spir- 
ts and can stop at any moment. This 
>elief is sincere and- emphatic, and 
should a free interval occur in which 
no spirits- are taken this is consid- 
ered evidence of the will power to stop 
at any point. 
The use of spirits in 


conditions where personal interests 
and that of the patient's family suffer, 
and_ where t-he act is practically sui- 
:klal, are explained as mere lapses 
vhich could have been prevented by a 
mere act of the will. 
This delusive 


state is unrecognized by temperance 
revival movements and manyreforma- 
ory efforts, where the central object 
s to awaken the free will, which is 
npposcd to be simply dormant. In 
many instances these very efforts in- 
ensify and fix the delusion of free 
vill, making recovery more and more 
mcertnin. It is curious lhatthis most 
nsane faith should not be recognized 
rom the everyday experience of fail- 
ires to abstnin by nearly al| inebri- 
tes. 
As a symptom of disease, this

I>avis makes his headquarters in 


a building1 
overlooking1 the Ohio 


river. The 
double-deck 
verandas 


overlook the river and the Kentucky 
shore, a wonderful .panorama tit all 
times, nn'd on the 
upper veranda, 


with its three sides open, and a 10- 
foot room, whidh extends only over 
the 4-foot-widthof the poroh,is where 
he has live'd and slept ever since the 
Oth of last January, with the excep 
tion of possibly two nights, when a 
rain driven, from the east compelled 
him to move -his cot into the doorway 
of -hia office. Even here he left the 
door and mil the windows 'open. 


Throughout January and Febru- 


ary, -while the Ohio river was cov- 
ered with ice, he slept in this ex- 
posed position, with the snow whirl- 
ing- around him and burying- him 
an<d his cot. When he began this ex- 
periment, on February 9, he weighed 
113 pounds, but recently suffered his 
second heavy -hemorrhage, and with 
his physicians claiming he w-as then 
in the secondary stage of the disease. 
His pulse was usually ISO, and he 
was bedridden 'daily "by hectic fever. 
His circulation was so -poor that rub- 
bing his flesh with 
rough towels 


could not raise a glow of color. 


His physicians -advised his re- 


moval to Colorado, but he declined 
to go. It was then that 'he deter- 
mined upon radical treatment of his 
own selection. He now has a ruddy 
color, a gotfd coat of tan, plentiful 
supply of lung capacity, and muscles 
that enalble 'him to climb the Perry 
county hills without 
effort. 
His 


pulse has dropped from 120 tctT5 
when, not exerting himself, seldom 
going aibove 85, and he expects to 
reduce it to 72 or G8 in a month 
longer. 


His weight is 130, and his muscles 


ure 'hard, indicating a superb physi- 
cal condition. 
Davis 
is of slight 


build, 'and his 
gain of seventeen 


.pounds is, therefore, a material one, 
as it is all of hairdening material, 
last January 'his muscles were flab- 
by; today they are like bands of 
steel- 


Davis' bed is an ordinary cot with 


•wire springs, with a good mattress, 
ordinary 
bedclothes and a pillow 


filled with straw. The comforts are 
of the old-fashioned quilted sort, not 
heavily padded. Nothing is placed 
underneath IQie bed to shut off the 
circulation, 'and the three open sides 
of the porch admitted the free, un- 
broken sweep of wind. 


Mr. Davis dismissed 'his physi- 


cians because they 'had abandoned 
all hope and. could suggest nothing 
save a change of climate. He then 
prescribed for himself, and it con- 
sisted of an inhalation t"hat made 
breathing easier and of 
old-fash- 


ioned methods employed to keep the 
liver, kidneys 'arid other organs in 
good 
condition. "However,-" adds 


•Mr. Davis, "nature is the greatest of 
•all doctors. She most certainly will 
cure by herself if the patient will 
begin with her early enough." 


Mr. Davis' advice to persons sim- 


ilarly •afflicted is embodied in the 
injunction: 
"Lead 'a simple 
life; 


abide well within Ihe laws of sanita- 
tion; follow <a nutritious diet that 
agrees with. you. It is well that one 
crowns ibis life 'with *'s pure a men- 
tal atmosphere 'as he seeks for the 
physical. 
Many persons -whose dis- 


ease is far advanced can only take 
very mild exercise, but they should 
not fear the -air." 


Mr. Davis 'does not know if con- 


sumption is inherited, but he is con- 
vinced that open air will kill it if it 
is transmitted from sire to son.
